MISSOURI FOR CONTINUING 
| AAA CORN-HOG CONTROL 


Vote of Producers in 111 of 114 
Counties Favors Carrying 
It On in 1935. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 9.—Mis- 
souri corn-hog producers, by a vote 
of 33,338 to 18,834, favor continuance 
of the AAA production control pro- 
gram in 1935, the vote from 111 of 
the State’s 114 counties in the AAA 
referendum, the subject, shows. The 
three counties still missing from the 
count—Scott, Pemiscot and Dade— 
are in Southeast Missouri and have 
so few corn-hog producers that the 
effect of their vote on the final 
tabulation will be negligible. 

On the second question included 
in the poll, the same 111 counties 
showed 25,781 yes and .22,793 no. 


This question is whether producers | 


want a one-contract-per-farm sys- 


tem for 1936, including all grains, 


and livestock. 

By more than 2 to 1—31,804 yes 
and 15,513 no—present AAA con- 
tract signers favor continuance in 
1935, while non-signers taking part 
in the poll rejected the same pro- 
posal by more than 2 to 1, or 3321 
to 1534. On the second proposition, 
signers favored by a margin of 24,- 
477 to 19,452, while non-signers vot- 
ed it down, 3341 to 1304. 

With 47.317 votes cast by signers

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DRIVER SOUGHT AFTER FINDING 
OF THREE BODIES IN LANDSLIDE 


California Carpenter, Married, Said 
to Have Lived Dual Life With 
Woman Victim. 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Oct. 9.—The 
story of an alleged dual life led by 
Karl G. Richey, 50-year-old carpen- 
ter, led to a request today to police 
to apprehend the man for question- 
ing in connection with the finding 
of three bodies—those of a woman 
and two children. 

The bodies, found Sunday in a 
landslide near Barrett Dam, have 
been identified as those of Mrs. 
Pearl Margaret Eguina, 37, and her 
two sons, Karl, 2%, and Patrick 
Daniel, 1%. 

Richey has been missing since 
last March, when he told his wife 
he was going to Encinitas. 

The story of Richey’s alleged 
dual life was disclosed, the Sheriff's 
office announced, by Mrs. Margaret 
Bellaire, 62, mother of Mrs. Eguina. 

“Richey met Mrs. Eguina about 
five years ago, while she was nurs- 
ing Richey’s father,” Mrs. Bellaire 
was quoted by Undersheriff Oliver 
Sexson. “Since that time, they have 
lived in several houses as man and 
wife. The two dead children were 
Richey’s 2nd Mrs. Eguina’s sons.”

JURY CHOSEN TO TRY 
EX-CONVICT IN MURDER 


Accused of Killing Patrolman 
Siko; State May Use Man 
Who ‘‘Confessed.”’ 


Trial of George Couch, former 
convict charged with the murder 
of Patrolman Albert Siko, began 
today before a jury in Circuit 
Judge Hogan’s court. 

The panel of 47 veniremen who 


qualified yeste.day for service as 
jurors was reduced to 12 when 
court opened this morning by the 
20 premptory challenges o fthe de- 
fense, and 18 of the State. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Flynn, 
directing the prosecution, asked 
prospective jurors whether’ they 
had any scruples against capital 
punishment, but did not indicate 
whether he would make a direct 
request for the death penalty. 

Louis De More, former Chicago 
taxicab driver, once confesed the 
murder of Patrolman Siko, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. De More, however, 
was released from the penitentiary 
last week on a pardon from Gov. 
Park, and may be a rebuttal wit- 
ness for the State if his confession 
and plea of guilty are cited in 
Couch’s defense. 

Flynn, during his examination of 
veniremen, explained De More's 
part in the case. De More, who 
resembles Couch in general  ap- 
pearance, was identified by Siko 
before he died. De More confessed 
and pleaded guilty, he said later. 
because he feared he would be 
hanged if he stvod trial. He was 
promised that if he confesed he 
would be sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. 

After De More’s plea of guilty 
the case was regarded as closed 
until the chance arrest of Couch, 
two weeks later. Routine investi- 
gation of the former convict, who 
was picked up simply for investiga- 
resulted in finding Patrolman 
Siko’s revolver in his room. De 
More, in his confession, had been 
unable to account for the fact that 
Siko’s revolver was missing when 
his body was found.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Oct. 9.—Une 
recognized until last night, William 
Peter Bishie, a convicted slayer

Durnig that time there was on 
file at the police headquarters a 
yellowing circular issued after the 
escape on Sept. 4, 1927, carrying a 
picture of the man taken in 1912 
and a description of him as he 
looked in that year. The circular 
offered $750 reward for capture. 
Since that description was made, 
Bishie, who had assumed the name 
of Harry Hanson, had put on 
weight and his facial appearance 
had changed a trifle. 

Bishie’s pay, during the two years 
of emergency police duty, came 
from the city welfare funds. He had 
not been on the rolls for the last 
three months.

He and an 
accomplice threw a guard from the 
tower for a drop of 35 feet in mak- 
ing their escape Tees said. The 
guard was permanently crippled.

The opinion has been expressed 
in some City Hall quarters that the 
bankers would urge the city to bal- 
ance its general budget before han- 
dling the bond question. How ex- 
penses could be curtailed in the re- 
mainder of the current year, or in- 
come increased materially, to off- 
set the deficit, has not been made 
apparent. It has been taken for 
granted that the deficit in the old 
bond sinking fund would be met by 
refunding some of the bonds matur- 
ing next year, since Comptroller 
Nolte said recently this could be 
done without impairing the city’s 
credit.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 
~-The Missouri State Insurance De- 
partment won another round in the 
12-year legal fight with the stock 
fire insurance commanies over a re- 
duction of 10 per cent in fire, light- 
ning, hail and windstorm insurance 
rates ordered by the Department in 
1922 when the United States Su- 
preme Court yesterday refused to 
assuMe jurisdiction of a company 
appeal from a restitution and ac- 
counting order of Ccle County Cir- 
cuit Court. 

The first seven years were spent 
{in a struggle to enforce the rate 
reduction order, which finally was 
sustained by the United States Su- 
preme Court. The last five years 
have been spent in attempts to re- 
quire repayment of all of the ex- 
cess premiums collected by the 
companies, totaling $13,087,619. The 
companies collected the old rates 
until the reduction finally was sus- 
tained.

the Circuit Court. 

The United States Supreme Court 
mandate must be sent to the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, which last 
May sustained the jurisdiction of 
the Circuit Court to order restitu- 
tion and to conduct an accounting. 
In turn the mandate of’ the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court must be sent 
to the Circuit Court before the ac- 
counting may begin. 

Special Masters Appointed. 

Judge Sevier, when he issued the 


original order in May, 1933, appoint- 
ed four special masters. They are: 
State Representative H. P. Lauf 
and Lewis Hord Cook of Jefferson 
City and Leslie B. Hutchison and 
William Holmes of Vienna. One of 
these must be dropped, as the State 
Supreme Court held the !aw permit- 
ted appointment of only three. 

Judge Sevier issued judgments 
against the 143 companies for a 
total of $13,087,619 in excess pre- 
miums collected from Nov. 15, 1922, 
to Aug. 9, 1929, and for $5,586,177 in 
interest. The total was $18,673,796. 
The judgments against the _ indi- 
vidual companies are to be modi- 
fied by what the accounting shows 
as to their repayments to _ policy 
holders. 

The Insurance Department never 
has received definite information 
from the companies as to how 
much has been repaid, although the 
companies were directed to report. 
Estimates of the unrefunded pre- 
miums still held by the companies 
have varied from $3,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000. Attorneys for the com- 
panies have said some of them have 
refunded about 95 of the excess pre- 
miums they collected. 

Another Fight Over Increase. 


In the meantime another strug- 
gle over the fire insurance rates is 
well under wav in the courts. In 
December, 1929, the companies, 
soon after putting the 10 per cent 
reduction into effect, applied for an 


increase of 162-3 per cent. 
the department was inveStigating 
the rates, the companies in June, 


1930, forced the increase into effect, 
through a Federal Court injunction 


restraining the department from in- | 


terfering with collection of the 
higher rates. Suits over this in- 
crease are pending in Cole County 
Court and in the Federal 
Kansas City.

The Reduction 
Of Injuries in 
Football Play 


Close Watching and Instrue- 
tion Has Caused Decrease 
—Salt and Fatigue.

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


OOTBALL injuries in a certain 
F boys’ school have been reduced 

from 213 to 75 in one season, 
This has been accomplished by in- 
telligently planned and enforced 
preventive measures. The enforce- 
ment is quite as important as the 
planning, as boys are not only care- 
less about the possibilities of harm, 
but even inclined to be braggadocio 
on the subject. 

The reduction in the number of 
injuries was developed “as the 
causes for special regional injuries 
were examined in respect to the 
anatomic strength or vulnerability 
of the part, the -haracter and direc- 
tion of the force inflicting the in- 
jury, the distribtuion of padding 
within the uniform and the style or 
form of play.” 

Formerly the fingers were injured 
more often than any other spot. 
during last season the Knee. 

The finger injuries were due to 
spreading of the thumb and fingers 
in the process of tackling and 
straight arming. Instruction by 
coaches in proper spacing of fingers 
and use of hands reduced these in- 
juries to one-sixth their former fre- 
quency. (In this school 80 per cent 
of the boys play football: They are 
not, therefore, seasoned players.) 

Ankle injuries, which formerly 
were frequent, are reduced by the 
use of ankle bandages. 


Muscle injuries, due to a direct 
| Blow, are among the most frequent 
|still encountered. The muscles of 
ithe neck and thigh are the ores 
which bear the brunt. These bruises 
'cannot be stopped entirely, but care- 
ful padding, with especial referer.ce 
'to fitting the padding to the parts 
\so it will stay put, reduces them 
by about two-thirds. 

Knee injuries increased last vear, 
possibly due to a change in the stie 
of play, lateral passes and lateral 
runs. 

In directing fcotball athletics 
among younger and less experienec4 
players, much grief can be avoided 
by watching the general physical 


reactions. Removal from es scritn- 
mages of boys who are lusi:.g 
weight, and removing from the 


game players who get tired during 
the closing periods of play, are 
items of this sort. 

An interesting observation is that 
salt will relieve the exhaustion of 
strenuous play. This has its oasis 
‘in many other instances of severe 
labor: The amounts of salt lost in 
the body from the excessive sweat- 
ing is astonishingly large and de- 
pletes the salt reserve of the badyv 
to the danger point. In experimenis 
in a sweat box it was found that 20 
to 46 grams of salt were lost in a 
single treatment, and replacemert 
entirely abolished the sense of fa- 
tigue and exhaustion resultant.
